To the fifty fourth page. T he vvives ſaadtification, and

«tion of the believing husband with her. Unbelievers be-

or Infants riebt vindicated. T, 
being warned, their marriage is lawfull but not ſan&i- 
fied, Tit.1.15. but if the one be a believer, though the o- 
ther be not, yet the marriage is ſan@ified to the believer, 
and lawfull to both, ſo ſhe1s but ſanfified, as the Apoſtle 
ſpeakes 1 Tim. 4.9. 4,5. As for Gal. 2.15. I do not fo 
much miſtake the place, as I perceive ye donot under- 
ſtand it, Antiochus Epipbanes did according to Dan.8.24. 
deſtroy the Infants which were a part of the holy people, 
ye reaſon wildly when you ſay they could not be de- 
ſtroyed with the holy people, becauſe they could not be 
ſaid to have power vvith them,vid. 1.24ac.6.v.1. 

To the fifty five page, Repent is a command of the fu- 
ture Tence, vvhich they that yvere Baptized then, were 
to performe afterward, as John Baptized to R epen- 
tance, 

2.The children are brought in in the Promiſe befides 
them that vvere charged to repent. And why not the 
Infants of the cradle under Chriſts vvings ? ye believe 
your Infants are not under Gods nag What a 
mad Argument had this been of the Apoſtle, to ſay ye 
have good reaſon to be Baptized, for now it is a great 
deale worſe vvith your children then it was before, for 
before the Lord vvas their God, vvherein all the preci- 
ous Promiſes that may be are contained, but now they 
have none,before they had a token but none now, there- 
fore you have good hearting to be Baptized ; here had 
been fearfull mad motives tocncourage them. The Jews 
ſaid, Chriſts blood be upon us and ours; this blood rercr 
ſo appliedit, that it melted the hearts of his Hearers ; 
now to comfort them againe. he ſaith, The Promiſis md: 
to you and your children. This had beene but cold comfort 
toſay you prayed that Chriſts blood might be on your 
Infants, and pow I tel] you the - romiſe doth not belong

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ro them; By children, 4s 2: Infants are underſtood 
firſt; becauſe the word'is arc, which, moſt uſually figni- 
fieth Infants : Secondly, the children are fet down be- 
ſides them that underſtood what he ſpoke, and beſides 
them that were called, or to be called a farre of, and 
and if Infants be not: in the Promiſe, what becomes of 
them when they die, or what are they better then than 
Infidells children? Ard the Apoſtle ſpeaks indefinitly © 
all, leaviog out no 1=farts. | 
Tothe fifty lixe page, The Fathers were Baptized, 
not in Moſes name but in Gods name, yet to Moſes as thar 
guide before them, and as the water in Jorday was Sacra- 
menta]l water only ro them that were Baptized by 7ohr 
and his Diſciples in it, but not to the Cattell that went 
thorow it 3 ſo the Baptiſme in the red Sea was Baptiſme 
to the Fathers, and not to the beaſts, though you make it 
alike to both. | 
To the fifty ſeven page, Your contumelious reproaches 
againſt me, are more fit for ſuch a fellow as you to utter 
then me to anſwer. I take a Prevaricator to be be that 
handles a good cauſe badly, and then though I handle it 
badly, yet ye are baſe to oppoſe a good cauſe; and what 
you mocked, | ſay it againe and againe. That what was 
commanded by Chriſt was taught and practiſed by the 
Apotlttes: it was praGiſed, for they were not like the Pha- 
riſees that taught one thing and did another. And what 
was commanded was taught by them, Af:tth. 28. elſe they 
ſhould prove worſe then the Cexturions ſervants who obet- 
ed their Maſter. Now Chriſt commanded that they ſhould 
fuffcr little ones to come to him that they might fully 
every way have as much done to them as Baptiſme comes 
to ; therefore the Apoſtles in their practiſe could never

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in the inſtance of an Aſs. It vvas neceſlary that that of 
the Aſs ſhonld be once done to fulfill the Propheſie,Zach. 
9.ver. 9. but this of Trfants hath a reaſon of perpetuall 
ſtanding for the continuance of it, vyhich is becans to 
ſuch belongs the kingdome of heaven. 

To the fifty eight page, Some receiving of the Word, 
doth not exclude Izfarts from Baptiſme, tor by men and 
women, males, and females are underſtood taking in Ir- 


fants in the number, ſo our Saviour calls a new born child 


a man, Toh, 16.v.21. Cornelius and Lydia were ſuchas fea- 
red the true God, and though Gertiles borne, yet when 
their houſes vvere Baptized the priviledges f a Proſe- 
lite belonged to them and their 1»fants,to be in Covenant 
with God, and to have the token upon both, and there- 
fore whether there vvere Infants in their houſes or not, 
jt matters not, but upon that account if there had been a 
thouſand, they had all been Baptized, 

In the fifty ninth page, It is a fooliſh reaſon for you to 
ſay Infants in Stephans houſe could not adminiſter to 
the Saints,therefore they ſhould notbe Baptized, A@s 16. 


33. Luke ſpeaks of the Jaylors houſe, according to their 


capacitie: when he ſpeakes of all hearing and believing 
the Word, he meanecs ſuch as were able, and vvhen he

- In the ſixty firſt page, I do inſtance women at the 
Lords Supper, intending to deny no thing I have faid, 
but it is arg#mertuns 1d boninens, ryp%4& and quiſque may 
be where there is no woman, therfore they do not prove 
women atthe Lortls Sapper from 4 Cor. 11.28, - 
 fathEfixty ſecond page,” The Apoſtle, Col.2.1 1,12: to 
E 2 {top 
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ſtop the mouthes of falſe Apoſtles that were for Circum- 
cifion, ſaith, We are Circumciſed in Baptiſme , now if Bap=-- 
tiſme did not reach T:fazts as well as Circumciſion did, 
then the loſs in regard of Infants is more by the want of 
Circumciſion then our gaine is by having of Baptiſme, 
and ſo the falſ: Apoſtles might have ſaid our loſſes are 
not fully made up by: Baptiſme, and ſo Baptitme cannot 
give us fatisfaCtion for our loſs. And where you ſay 1» 
fants Circumciſion did not {ignifie the hearts Circumci- 
lionzit 1s falſe,for it was a token that the Lord was the 7-- 
fants God, which containeth all Gods Promiſes, whereof 
this is one, Dent.29. Twill Circumciſe thy heart and the heart 
of thy children, 

In the ſixty third page, You complaine that my Argu- 
ments havenot water enough to ſprinkle a child: it is no 

'matter if they be weighty, though they be nor watery. I 
grant yours are watery enough to plunge over head and 
eares, and you and all your Arguments like Aber light | 
as water, as water putit ina round glaſs it is round, pat it 
ina ſquareglaſsit is ſquare,put it ina green,blew,or yel- 
low olaſs, its like the glaſs, ſo you conform to the times, 
ſome times Quaquers, or Seckers, Antinomians, Armi- 
nians, Socinians, Anabaptiſts, or what ye will. 

Theſe men whom I name, page fifty three, could do 
little good upon the obſtinacy that were in the Times 
and Places where they lived Theretore I have little 
hopes to do good upon you. The Authors I name are 
for _ Word, and you like an erroneous fellow are a- 
g-inſt1t, 

In the ſixty foure page, you come to your proof of be- 
hevers Baptiſme 3 but who denies it, you ſhould have 
proved that they that were Baptized in their infancy 
wult be Baptized againe, when they can make you - _ 
cllion 
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feſlion with underſtanding, and # have no ſhew 
for that, but As 19. where the Diſciples were not Bap- 
tized againe of Pas, but on)y Pa/tells how they had been 
Baptized of 1obr. 

In the fixty fifth page, You bring in Marke 16.16, 
which place is no rule ro us for Baptiſme, for it ſpeaks 
of ſaving faith, and ſuch as was accompanied with mira- 
cles, but ſuch faith we cannot now finde out in any ; the 
Text only ſhews who then were in the way of falyation. 
Jobn preached Baptiſme unto Repentancc, Matth, 3.11. 
which afterward was to follow and ſo ſutes Infants, The 
Word We doth include and not excludelnfan ts, KRome.6.,4. 
neither doth the confeſſion of aged, Xt. 3.6. hinder the 
Baptiſme of Infants. 

Inthe fixty ſixt page, You come to prove Dipping,the 
word þaito,which | find forty times inthe four Goſpels, 
and twenty times in the 4&s, and above halfa ſcore of 
times in Paul, —_—_ beſides 8arfioue and gerfiou©, which 
I finde twenty (1xe times in the New Teſtament, yetin 
all theſe places the word cannot appear once to ſignific 
Dipping over Head and Eares. But I confeſs] know not 
where B.ptz0 [1gnifies Aſperſio, for the one is a Verbe, and 
the othcr is a Nuune, but my man knows not a Verbe 
from a Noune, yet I can ſhew where &a#io,; are put for 
aſperſicnes, as Heb 9.10. compared with theſe ſame Verles 
in the ſame Chapter, to wit, 12, 19, 21. And all Grace 
is lignified by ſprinkling, as Ezek, 36. 25. &c where 
ſprinkling with cleane water ſignifies cleanſing from all 
filthineſs, and a new heart, and a new ſpirit, and a put- 
ting of Gods Spirit in that new heart and ſpirit, cauſing 
it to walke in, and to keepand doall Gods Comman- 
dements, and to ſave itfromall future uncleaneſs; what 
can the heart of man delire more then is here ſignified by 
the 
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the ſprinkling of water, and in Heb. 10. 22. by _—_— 
15 meant the hearts through cleanſing; So Heb. 1 2. 24. 
Chriſts blood is called the blood of ſprinkling, which is 
no leſs then 1 7eh.1.7. then a cleanfing from all (in. You 
cite for Chriſts Baptiſme over head and eares, A:tth.16 3, 
where we have nothing but a foule weather morning, as 
your Pamphlet is full of dirt and mire and bluſtring wea- 
ther ; the place is Matth.3.16, where the word is #» from 
the water, nor & out of the water, then Murke 1.5- & is 
put for Ae,or ey that is in, is put for with or by, Mat.6: 29. 
$1.21-Chap.16:27. Chap. 23.37.10þ 1.9.4.2 Cor. 13.4.Fphe, 
3.13. 2 Tim. 1.13, andſo makes nothing to your purpoſe. 
Next you ſay lob» was Baptized in no; it is more then 
ever I read or heard any man of the world fay before 
you that will ſay any thing, yet ye cite for it, 79h. 2.23. 
where there is never a word of Johns Baptiſme,nor of 
no bodies elſe ; the place you meane 19 3.23. where it is 
to be obſerved that non is a Brook that you may ltep 
over with your foote, therefore though it had much wa- 
ter for ſprinkling,it had not enough for dipping 3 and 
when Philip and the Enmnch went down from he Chariot 
and upper ground to the water below them, it is not 
ſaid they went over head and cares, without which 
they might come both from and out of the water; 

In the old Teſtament the Hebrew for Dipping it ?20 
which ſomerime fignifteth dying with colours, as Ezek. 
23.15. and me rey re et as Exvd.rs$. 4. This the 
Anabapt:iſts will not like, though it ſets forth an outward 
conformity to the death and buriall of Chriſt more then 
dipping,and yet they urge a neceſiity of dipping rather 
then ſprinkling, becauſe of this ourward conformity; 
and ſometimes I confefs the Hebrew word doth fignifie 
Dipping, but not a whole Plunging of the thing dip, as 


Levit. 
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Levit.1 4.5, where the living Bird, the Ceder Wood, and 
the Scarlot, were all of them dipt in the blood of one little 
Bird, vvhich could not be by plunging all in ſo little a 
quantity of blood ; andin the 15. and 16. verſes of the 
ſame Chaptcr. the Prieſt was commanded to dip his right 
finger in the Oyle that vvas powred in the palm of his 
left hand, which could be no more then the- top of his 
finger 3 and 7oſb.3. 13.it is ſaid only the ſoles of the Prieſts 
feete vvere in the water vyhen they dipt in Jordan, v.15; 
and {wth is ſaid to dip her Bread in the Vinegar, Ruth 2. 
14. though ſhe put but a littie in it ; and Joratharr, r $198. 
14 is ſaid to dip his Rod, vvhen he put forth only the end 
of it into the Hony Comb. Therefore I conclude, that 
neither the Hebrew vvord for dipping in the Old, nor the 
Greeke in the New will ignifie a plunging of the yvhole 
nece(larily. | 
Now let unbiaſſed men judge how little all this makes 
for dipping. Next ye bring in Socrates H'ftoricus, whom 
you call Sch9l:ſticus relating the Baptiſme of Conſtantine 
the great. I Anſwer, it is a Quettion yvhether ever 
Conſtantine, vvas Baptized at all, As for moſt of your 
Church Hiſtory Writers, it is vvell known to the Lear- 
ned how falſz and fabulous they are. Caro'us Sigonins ltb; 
5. de Occidentis Imperio ad Au. 350" ſaith, Co :ſtantinus 
Conitans utrumne ſacro fonte abluti vita a parium come 
pertum.Your Catechumeniſts were either ſuch as were Gen- 
tiles children, vvho vvere to be taught before Baptiſae, 
as vveare to teach Blackemores before Baptiſme, yet this 
makes nothing againſt our 1»faxts Baptiſme; orelſe your 
Catechumeniſts vvere of ſuch as vvere groſely tainted 
with the error of the Novatians, miſtaking the ſenſe of the 
Scripture, Heb. 6.4, &c, And that the Ancients did 
ſprinkle in Bapti/m.,it is evident to me by their clinici, which 


vvcre 
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vvere they that vvere Baptized in their Beds neare the 
time of their death ,vvhich could not be by dipping, but 
ſprinkling. Now that there vvere ſuch clizic!, Cyprian 
ſhewes in his 76.Epiſtle vvritten «d AMagzum: this may be 
ſeen likewiſe in other, ancient Fathers, as Epiphamins and 
oo beſides the Councels, all cited by _— in his 
fitt Theſ#s of the twelfth Diſputation of Bapriſme. That 
Conit antine and Theodoſtus, and Ne@arins, and Gregory Na- 
Lianzen, and Chryſoſtome, and the like deferred their Bap- 
tiſme, it vvasnot becauſe they vvere Azabaptiſts deny- 
ing 1-farts Baptiſme, but becauſe they vvere rather No- 
vatians, _—— that if they ſinned after Baptiſme, 
they could not be ſaved, and therefore delayed Baptiſme 
as long as they could, which finne of delaying Baptiſme 
Tertullian li. de peniten.c.6 ; faith is delinquend: commeatum 
faceri; and Nazianzen Orat. 40. pag.643. Edit. Morell.ſaith,

vines, Grotins 1s well known toincline too much to Svci- 
nians Armtinians, Anabaptiits, and any thing that is 
naught. 

Laſtly, Where you fay, there is no antiquity in the 
firſt three hundred years after Chriſt for Infants Baptiſm ; 
let us try it out a little:but firlt,where ſome ſaid that Pi- 
gins was againſt Infants Baptiſme, Pelagins deniesit, and 

+ was 
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was aſhamed of it, —_ you be not ; as in his Epiſtle 
ad Inzocentium, and Avugnſtizzs in that clears him, Cap. 17. 
de peccat originis. But now we hall ſhew Infarts Baptiſme 
before Pelagins his time. I paſs by Dioriſtns Areopagita, ſup- 
poſed he, 4@.17.laſt, in his laſt Chapter Hiererchie Eccle- 
ffaſtice, becauſe 1 ſuſpect him ſpurious. Hyginws lived 
in Polycarps time, who was the Apoſtle Johns dil- 
ciple, and was for the Baptiſme of infants, who is ſaid to 
be the firſt that appointed for 3»fazis in Baptiſme Pa- 
trimos, and Patrimas. Lakeantivs whois ſaid tolive about 
two hundred yeares of Chriſt, he isfor us, I»ſtit. |. 4.c.4. 
and Cyprian who lived within two hundred years of 
Chriſt is for us, for he heard Jertallien(ſaith Helvicws)being 
Biſhop of Carthage. Anno 247.He in his Epiſ.59. ad Fidua, 
together with a whole Councell in-bis time, is for Infants 
Baptiſme : the Councell conſiſted of fixty ſixe Biſhops, 
where the Queſtion was, W hether Infants might be Bap- 
tized before they werecight dayes old 3 Cyprian, and the 
Councell held that 7-fazts might be Baptized before they 
were eight dayes old ; their Adverſaries held that they 
might not nill the eight dayes were expired. The place in 
Cyprian is cited to be in his Epiſtle, ad Fidwm, 3.1i.8.Epiſt. 
Irenexs alfo is cited for. Infarts,1i,2.c.39. and he lived in 
Polycarpus time, Likewiſe Origen, who lived within two 
hundred and thirty years of Chniſt, in the 5 :c.6. Tom. 2, 
pag .543- edit. Baſo!. faith, Eccleſse traditionem ab Apoſtolis 
ſuſcepit, etjiam parouiis dare Baptiſomm Ec. which is, the 
Churchhath reccived it from the Apoſtles, even to give 
Bapylme to Infants. - Thelike he hath in the eight Book, 
and erght Hom. upon Levit, And 4mbroſe. vvho lived 
not mnch above three hundred years aftetChriſt,]. 2.c.1. 
De Abraham Patriarche,ſaith, Nec ſenex projelytus, nec infans

Very years old, and ſo borne ſome ſixty years after the 
Apoſtles death, he (lib.de Baptiſ.c.i2.) though he gives 
ſome frivolous reaſons _ Infants ſlould not be lep- 
tized, yet therein he clearly ſhews that the people did 
Baptize their Infants. Moreover Teriullian was for the 
neceſlity of Baptiſm to ſalvation,and for the ſalvation of

Poſt-ſcript. 


He Anabeptii?s think and ſay, that there is no com+ 
mand for Infants Baptiſme, being ſuch as do not 
underſtand, nor make confeſſion of faith or fins, and yet 
we give them ——_— commands, many and full, 
though nothing will ſatisfic them, no not when they 
have good meaſure, preiled downe, ſhaken together, and 
running over; as Ger, 17. there is not only a command 
for Infants that cannot confeſs, but a reaſon that ſtill 
holds, to wit,that the Lord ts their God, and God 
threatens the diſobedient, and this command in the ſub- 
{tantials was never abrogated. T herefore here is the firſt 
Command, with a full perpetuall reaſon, and with a 
threatning, and a command of a continuall ſtanding,and 
is the very ſame with Baptiſme in the eſſentialls 

2. When Chrilf commands Infants to be brought to 
him,to bleſs them ,to pray for them, to lay his hands on 
them, therein he commands as much and more then Bap- 
tiſme comes to : So here Is a ſecond command, running 
over with the wrath of Chrilt to them that oppoſe it. 

3. Matth.28.Baptize all Nations, is a command likewiſe 
of a full meaſure running over, for it doth not only reach 
Infants, but all Nations. 

4. AGs 2. Peter commands every one to be Baptized, 
with a reaſon reaching Izfants, for theirs is the Promile, 
and here againe you have both Precept, and Promiſe: 
and yet the Arabaptiſt ſaith, there is no command, What 
isit to fet the Word of God at naught, and to caſt his 
Commandements behinde our back,if this benone? Let 
fuch therefore take heed leſt the Lord come and teare

I ſhall, God _— if I bepur untoit, 
ealily prove all theſe graces to belong to 1»fazts in our 
dutitull and charitable judgement againſt any Awabaptiſt 
in England whoſoever he be. 
| could with with all my heart that the A-ab.iptiſt, would 
weigh weil and conſider what I write without prejudice, 
remembring that it is no ſhame for then to forſake their 
crrour, but rather their honour and happineſs to turne to

Church, Mr. Cobbet, Mr. Baxter, Mr. Cooke, Mr: Blake, 
Mr. Fu'ler , Mr. Sidewxham 3 beſides many other excellent 
men, who hzve written in Latine, as Voſſans, Calvin, Beza, 
Ewllinger, and all our beſt Lights in the Chriſtian world, 
both Ancient and Moderne.
